During the past year, he has also 
been active in endeavoring to fur- 
ther the movement advocating more 
efficacious American aid to the 
British war effort.

Action Dispells Rumours of 
Willkie Appointment; Re- 
turns to Campus This Week 



President Roosevelt settled 
(lie qtie.<tioii nf wlui was Roing 
in replace .lo.^riili V. Krniirdy ns 
U.S. .•Vniba.ssador to Greal Hri- 
tain early yesterday mnrniiip, 
by nominatinp .lolui 0. AVinanl, 
director of the Internat innnl 
Labor Organization, now housed 
at McGill, to reine.^ent the Gov- 
ernment at the Court of St. 
James. The .announcement, as 
reported in the îsew York 
Times, disitetl nmiours that 
Wendell Willkie, jNIr. Roose- 
velt's opponent for the presi- 
dency, would be named to the 
post. Willkie had broken with 
G.O.P. leaders by stiiiportinp 
Roosevelt's "lend-lease" bill and 
was regarded as a strong possi- 
bility, in line with the Presi- 
dent's non-partisan policy that 
saw Republicans Knox and 
Stimson take over the Navy 
and War portfolios, early last 
summer. 

The new ambassador, whose ap- 
pointment is subject to confirma- 
tion as yet, has commuted between 
Washington and Montreal during 
the past few months, and was last 
reported as attending Roosevelt's 
third inaugural in 'Washington on 
Monday. He is expected baclc in 
Montreal this week to address a 
meeting being tendered him by the 
League of Nations Society on Sat- 
urday evening at the Windsor 
Hotel 

Mooted in Britain. 

The possibility that Mr. Winant 
might be offered the embassy post 
had been mooted in several in- 
fluential-British newspapers. Win- 
ant was said to have been approved 
by Prime Minister Winston Church- 
ill. Three times governor of New 
Hampshire, the Ambassador-desig- 
nate has served the New Deal as 
head of the Social Security Board, 
resigning his post in 1936 to take 
the stump in defence of the Social 
Security Act, against attacks by the 
then presidential candidate, Alfred 
Landon. Winant is a graduate of 
Princeton University, and a close 
friend of both President Roosevelt 
and the British Minister of Labour, 
Ernest Bevln. It was felt in certain 
quarters that Mr. Winant's nomin- 
ation constituted support by the U. 
S. Administration of labour ele- 
ments in the British cabinet

GIVES JCTURE 

Will Address Undergraduates 
at Moyse Hall Toinorrow 

Two Following Lectures to 
Be Opened to the General 
Public 



Alfred Noyes, C.B.E,. LL,D„ Lilt. 
D„ will give the first of a series of 
three lectures tdmorrow at five 
o'clock in Moysc Hall, 'This lecture 
will consist of a number of selected 
readings from his own works, and 
will be open to undergraduates at 
the university only. Professor Cyrus 
Macmillan, Dean of the Faculty of 
Arts and Science, will be the pre- 
siding chairman. 

The second and third lectures of 
the series are open to the general 
public, and will be given on Mon- 
day, January 27tb, and Wednesday, 
January 29th. The subject for these 
will be "The Aspects of Modern 
Poetry," and the "Relationship of 
Poetry and Reality," These lectures 
will also be given in Moyse Hall at 
five o'clock. 

It is expected that Mr. Noyse will 
illustrate his remarks in the last 
two lectures by readings from the 
works of contemporaries. Dr. James 
will preside at the second lecture. 

Mr. Noyes made his literary debut 
in 1902 with the publication of the 
"Loom of the Years."

Mr. Noyes, along with Mr. Mase- 
field, are considered by many the 
two poets in England outstanding 

for their efforts in the creation of 
a literature designed to prof^agatc 
the realization of the necessity for 
the present struggle for liberty.

The National Federation of 
Canadian University Students yes- 
terday announced that applications 
are being received for the Federa- 
tion Scholarships provided under 
the Exchange ot Undergraduates 
Plan. The recipients ot these 
.'icholarshipg, known as Federation 
Scholars, are given their choice of 
universities with the reservation 
that the university selected be 
situated in a zone other than that 
of the home university. 

At present, there is one McGill 
student taking advantage of this 
exchange plan, Joan Edwards, who 
is at the University of British Col- 
umbia. Allistcr MacDonald, of 
Acadia University, is enrolled at 
McGill under the plan, and is reg- 
istered in the Third year of the 
Faculty ot Arts. 

Object or Plan. 

The object of the Exchange ot 
Undergraduates* Plan is to permit 
specially selected students to take 
one year's university work at a 
university in another part of Can- 
ada, with a view towards the elim- 
ination of parochial myopia and 
provincialism in their outlook, both 
academically and geographically. 
The plan, furthermore, permits 
specialized study which is, in many 
cases, otherwise unobtainable. 

Any student, male or female, who 
has completed the equivalent of 
two years university work* is eligi- 
ble for the scholarship. The ap- 
plicant must, however, give assur- 
ance that he will return to his 
own university at the expiration of 
the scholarship year, for the final 
purpose ot the plan is the utmost 
interchange of viewpoints. The 
Federation Scholars, will, it is 
hoped, not only disseminate views 
peculiar to their home university 
while away, but also bring back the

Speaks to Pre -Med* 



Dr. McEachern, formerly 
holder of a fellowship at Johns 
Hopkins University, will ad- 
dress the McGill Pre-Medical 
Society, tomorrow at 5 pjn. in 
the Union Grill Room.

Principal J.imes anrl Dr. Ros- 
coe ^arklresserl a meeting of all 
the women students of McGill 
anrl Macrlonalf! College in the 
Montreal Higli School last 
night, on the subject of the War 
Training Program for this term. 
Dean Simpson, as chairman of 
the meeting, introduced the 
speaker.?. 

Dr. James outlined activities in 
Great Britain in the period during 
the two wars, during which slums 
were cleared and standards of liv- 
ing generally raised. Now these 
monuments ot peace are being 
ruthlessly destroyed, but the effect 
on the people ■nho built them has 
been only to Increase their determ* 
ination to maintain the ideals be- 
hind these peace-time activities, be 
said. 

Even before the war, he con- 
tinued, nearly six million women 
were employed in paying positions 
in Great Britain, engaged in a wid« 
diversity of occupations. Now, ot 
course, that number has been great- 
ly increased. Thousands of women 
are engaged in actual military ser- 
vice in connection with the Auxilf 
iary Territorial Service, the Wo- 
men's Royal Naval Service, and the 
Women's Auxiliary Air Service. A 
still greater number are employed 
in the factories, in the Land Army, 
and in Air Raid Precautions. 

The evacuation of city children, 
too, is handled by women. The very 
morale of the cotmtry rests chiefly 
in the hands of the women of Brlt> 
ain, he stated. 

Women Can Help. 

Canadian women have not yet 
been asked to take so active a part 
as English women, the Principal 
stated, but the time will probably 
come when their services will be 
required. The ensuing course, he 
announced, will of necessity give 
only general knowledge in a vari- 
ety ot suitable subjects, however in 
addition there will be voluntary 
classes in which particular topics

The poet and his reader have been too 
far apart in present-day thought, and we 
hope that these talks will set a precedent 
,in their better understanding of each other. 
It is to be hoped that everj' friend of the 
University in addition to a large propor- 
tion of the student body will avail them- 
selves of this opportunity to listen to one 
of our foremost contemporary poets.

Perils and Pitfalls 

of College Journalism

The foUaiL'ing article by McGill's /abliloiij 

Trp/r.'.^or fT'iirritiis n/ Eroiioimr.? seems as 
}>utipt>it and as .iliniulntini] today as it must 
hnre lirni trii \icars ago when it /irs( niipenrcd, 
7t was happened upon quite at random. 

1 liavr been one of tho5o who have been 
the first to extend to the proposed Arts Maga- 
sine an enthusiastic, I might say, an exuber- 
ant welcome. College Journalism has always 
seemed to me one of the best things in college 
life,— one of the most interesting, one ot the 
most useful. 

In every good circus the .'•ide-.'îhows cxcell 
in interest the attractions of the main tent. So 
it is with college. College Journalism, ama- 
ieur acting, college dances and college sports 
are more interesting,— I say it fearless ot con- 
tradiction,— th.^ many of the college lectures. 
But of these activities, one at least, college 
journalism, is more useful, if rightly under- 
talccn, than half a dozen lecture courses. 

But having said that much of the advant- 
ages of being occupied with a college maga- 
zine, let mc also sound a warning as to its 
potential dangers. So absorbing a pursuit must 
not he allowed to riominate the mind in an 
pxchi.«ivp f,i>:hion. If it does SO, serious conse- 
quences may ensue 

It is always well to point a moral by intro- 
ducing actual individual cases as terrible ex- 
amples. It supplies what is called in the new- 
er language of ncw.^papcrs and )=.vndicates, the 
"personal touch." Without this all writing sinlts 
into the class of high-brow moralizing. It was 
my good fortune to be associated with college 
newspapers from my schooldays up. In my 
last year at the University of Toronto I was 
appointed to bo one of the Editors of the lit- 
erary weekly then called The Varsity. I rea« 
lired in time the danger involved in such flat- 
tering and fascinating work. I had the good 
sense to resign before the year was half 
through. 

But others, my associâtes, were not so 
shrewd. It is no exaggeration to say that col- 
lege journalism turned aside and warped their 
careers from what they might have been. 

Among my colleagues was a boy called G. 
Howard Ferguson, a bright, innocent, young 
fellow from Kemptville, Ont Up to that time 
he had kept his mind keen to a razor edge 
with the study of economics and philosophy. 
He read easily. I have often seen him sit over 
Kant's Critique of Pure Reason, to others a 
difficult book, roaring with laughter. 

Unconscious of what we were doing, we 
gave to Howard Ferguson the position of 
"manager." It was a fatal mistake. From that 
time on the boy seemed to change; a restless 
activity took hold of him: he attended meet- 
ings, made speeches, and was heard to speak 
of German philosophy as "bunk," It was an 
open secret that Ho^vard Ferguson's name was 
mentioned for a lectureship in Comparative 
Etj-mology, a position that he might have held 
till today. But he had grown too restless. 
After a feverish year or so at law, he sank into 
the Ontario legislature. The rest everybody 
knows. But I have always maintained that 
Howard Ferguson had real ability. 

Then there was Charlie Mitchell. In spite 
of all that has been said about General Mit- 
chell since they made him Head of the School 
of Applied Science, I can only say that I never 
knew a straigh'.er, decenter boy than Charlie 
up to the end of his third year at college, and 
for a month or so into his fourth. It was then 
that he became one of the Corresponding Edi- 
tors of The Varsity. This position seems to 
have dazzled him. I noticed the change in 
him for the first time on the day when we all 
went as Editors to have our picture taken; it 
was all I could do, with Ferguson's help, to 
shove Charlie behind us info the back line. 
Another good student hafl been lost. I have 
that picture still on the wall of my study,— 
Howârd Ferguson, Charlie Mitchell and the 
rest. Among them stood "Doc" McLay, the 
present head of the Arts Faculty of McMaster 
University; he really could have succeeded. 
The fellow had a genuine gift And Judge 
Stuart, loo, on the left of the picture; college 
journalism literally ruined him; it bred in him 
a restless wandering that Jed him into the 
west, and settled him in Calgary. The moral- 
ist might say that it served him right, but the 
fault lay surely with college journalism. Stu- 
art died a few years ago as a Judge of the 
Supreme Court of AJberta, a wasted life. 

Compensations of course there were. I 
must not exaggerate the case. It was certain- 
ly gratifying to us all as editors to be able to 
lord it over the other students, to reject their 
feeble attempts at composition, to tell them 
just what we thought of them. 

There wat-, I recollect a young freshman 
named William Lyon Mackenzie King who 
sent us in a poem. The boy's name somehow 
has stuck in my mind all these years. He sent 
us in a poem called, "Why I Like the Winter 
or The Futility of Human Greatness." I re- 
member that Doc McLey said it was one of 
the worst poems we had received that week. 
We sent it back to King with a smart rebuke 
as a warning. Perhaps we were wrong. With- 
out our rebuke King might be an established 
poet today. As it was he abandoned litera- 
ture. Nor did I ever hear lliat he ever had 
any career beyond a little temporary employ- 
ment at Ottawa.

Reginald Stewart, who will play the Schu- 
mann Piano Quintet in E flat with the McGill 
String Quartet at the next concert in the 
Windsor Hotel, Friday, January 31. is well 
known to Montre.il audiences. Ho is the 
founder and conductor of the Toronto Prom- 
enade Symphony whose .summer concert."! linve 
been broadcast over bolli CDC and NBC net- 
works for several years now. In addition he 
has appeared at the head of the Ford sym- 
phony orchestra many times and last year 
conducted the New York City Symphony Or- 
chestra in a popular-priced concert. 

As ,T pl.nnlst he hn.^ concerllied extensively, 
his most recent rccltnl In New York's Town 
Hall, h.iving been acclaimed by newspaper 
critics. Last year, he was soloist with the 
Montreal Orchestra in a performance of the 
Rachmaninoff C minor concerto 

A fabulous worker, Stewart also teaches 
piano and conducting at the University of To- 
ronto Conservatory. Stewart was born In 
Edinburgh, and received his musical training 
in England and France. He has conducted 
sex-eral of the great British aymphontc organi- 
zations, and was a pioneer in the development 
of Canadian radio broadcasting. 

The McGill Quartet has also programmed a 
quartet in G Major by Hnydn, opus 54, num- 
ber 1, and i."! introducing a modern French 
work In the A Minor Quartet of Darius Mil- 
baud. Milhaud, one of the enfants terribles 
of modem music, has recently come to the 
United States from France. 



GOODMAN'S NEW 
MUSIC LANGUAGE 



There would be much gnashing of teeth 
and much twirling of the dead In their shrouds 
if news of Benny Goodman's ambitious plan 
of substituting new streamlined expressions 
for Italian idioms on modern music scores 
should get through to the spirit world 

The young clarinetist, who made his name 
and forttue by waving a limp hand in 4-4 
time before a group of madly gyrating musi- 
cians, wants to write American alang expres- 
sion into the future classics. Just what his 
purpose is no one, appai^ently not even Good- 
man, knows. 

Instructions, such as "fortissimo" and "glis- 
sando," which are familiar terms even to Dolly, 
who practices an hour every afternoon on her 
piano and which composers used to write on 
their musical scores, are, according to Good- 
man, giving way to modem temu, mich as 
"schmalz" and "smear." 

"ortissimo," a completely noble word, mean- 
ing with some vigor is, or so Goodman says, 
giving way to more expressive phrases such 
as "sock it" and "ride." "Scherzo," a fascin- 
ating word which used to pop up pretty often, 
has. he claims, given way to "medium bounce." 

For musicians all over the world the words, 
"con expression" mean "play with feeling." 
According to Goodman, however, the more 
picturesque term, "play with schmalz," or 
"schmalzando," does a better job. 

"Staccato," which formerly instructed mu- 
sicians to cut the notes short, is now rendered 
by "bite it off " or "whack it off," "Tutti," 
which to classical musicians means "all play 
together," has become "free wheeling," "Ghs- 
sando" is now "smear" and "pianissimo"— 
"whisper it," 

"Ad lib," which, in classical music told the 
soloist to go ahead and interpret a passage In 
his own way, has bowed to "ride solo," "go 
to town," "Jam," "lake off," and "go out of 
the world." 

Some of the more staid musicians— those 
who have been weaned on the classical ex- 
pressions — hold that a change is not necessary. 
They just cannot picture, they complain, Tos- 
caninl tapping his baton on the stand, gestur- 
ing magnificently ^or quiet to begin a selec- 
tion, then forming with hia lips, "OK, boys, 
now give this Beethoven plenty of schmalz, 
sock it on every bar and when we come to the 
straightaway get out of this world, get out of 
this world."— Michigan Dally.

seniority, and the courses have been 
listed in a manner that has challeng- 
ed the Ingenuity ot decades ot hap- 
less students. 

But it seems that hard work does 
not always go unrewarded, tor after 
years of valiant effort David W. 
Bailey, the University's energetic 
publications agent and Harvard's 
staunchest alphabet supporter, has 
at last realized his cherished ambi- 
tion, and has alphabetized the cata- 
logue. 

The new issue will follow a strict 
A, B, C procedure, and less con- 
fusion In finding courses and pro- 
fessors is promised. There are some 
1120 pages in the new book, which 
will be sent to 2,600 schools and col- 
leges throughout the world. 

The Impact of the innovation in 
arrangement is being compared to 
that which occurred on the fateful 
day in 1935 when the book came 
out entitled "catalog," with no "gue" 
ending. The spelling reform, how- 
ever, didn't work out too well, and 
the final "ue" was back on the cover 
the following year. 

The new reform is expected to be 
somewhat more successful than its 

predecessor. At least, it Will pro- 
bably receive the whole-hearted 
support of students who have spent 
hours thumbing through the well- 
worn pages in an effort to locate a 
missing course or professor. 

Over 2,000 faculty members are 
listed in the new catalogue, Mr, 
Bailey stated. The original issue, 
121 years ago, covered 29 instructor!, 
one business officer, and the pre« 
sident

Is evidently a disease of unhygienic 
living conditions, Dr. Daines says, 
and most conunonly appears first 
on exposed parts of the body, on 
the hands or face. In rocky coun- 
tries where natives go barefooted, 
it first affect.? the feet. For this 
reason it is thought that the germ 
of the disease miu;t enier the body 
through cuts and scratches. 

Dr. Daines began his research in 
1029 when a disease of the skin of 
Utah cattle was brought to his at- 
tention. Working with this disc.isc 
in conjunction with a graduate stu- 
dent, Harold Austin, who is now a 
practicing physician in Provo, the 
germ was grown experimentally in 
the laboratory and found to be 
much like the organism producing 
human leprosy. 

"In a leper colony only about a 
third of the people appear to be ill 
or crippled. The rest look and feel 
like healthy individuals," Dr. Daines 
stated. 

'Leprrx<:y does not kill." he added, 
"because it does not attack the vital 
organs. Lepers die of the same dis- 
eases that normal people do."
